Kiyo said Tojo believes, citing: 


"No sovereign in history ever 


has been indicted. As for moves 
against the Kaiser after the first 
World War, remehnber that he had 
fled and no longer was a sover- 


eign % Emperor Hirohito still is 
a sovereign". 


He asserted that such immun- 


ity comes from custom; it is not 
granted by written law. 


Kiyosp said Tojo and the 25 


others who will be tried with him 
will contend that they are exempt 
from that portion of the Pots- 
dam Declaration 
against 
those 


who misled their people into em- 
barking "on world conquest." 


"Tojo always has said that the 


war was one of defense and not 
one of conquest." the attorney ex- 
plained. 
"Of course, the Japan-

ported considerable improvement 
in bread and flour supplies are 
expected in another month, but 
hardly to the extent needed to 
meet all domestic and tainine re- 
lief demands before the 1947 har- 
vest. 


The bread scarcity in a number 


of major cities meanwhile verged 
on the acute stage, and an Asso- 
ciated Press spot survey also dis- 
closed the same held true for 
meat. 
Soap, butter and cooking 


fats ranked next on the list of 
increasingly hard-to-get Hems. 


The outlook in the cities cov- 


ered seemed 
to be that these 


shortages would grow worse be- 
fore the situ.'i'jon improved. Har- 
vesting of the new wheat crop 
promised to ease the bread-Hour 
picture, but 
complex uncertain- 


ties made the prospects dubious 
for any big improvement in the 
supply of meats, butter, or fats. 


Big Crop Indicated 


In its June crop report issued 


yestfrday, the agriculture depart- 
ment said the third consecutive 
billion-bushel wheat crop and the 
third largest crop of record was 
indicated by conditions prevailing 
on June 1.

Questions have been frequently 


asked concerning the cost of a 
pool, the location selected for the 
pool, and the type of pool to be 
constructed." Obviously, these are 
questions which cnnnot be.consid- 
ered until it is first decided wheth- 
er or not the public wants a pool. 
If the majority of people vote in 
favor of the construction of a 
pool, we are confident that, good 
judgment will be exercised in the 
selection of a location and the 
type of pool to be constructed.

A good fertilizer program is es- 


sential lor increasing crop yields, 
but fertilizer alone will not bring 
high yields, advises Robert H, 
Bray, professor or soil fertility. 
University of Illinois college ol 
agriculture. 


The first step In building 'up 


soil for improved yields is to find 
out whether it lacks essential nu- 
trients. This the farmer does by 
sampling his fields according to 
directions 
which he can obtain 


from his farm adviser. 
The tarm

tested for limestone, phosphate 
and potash requirements.

the farmer can know 
accurately 


how much of each his soil needs. 


But adding these fertilizers to 


the soil is only the first step. All 
crops need large amounts ot mtio- 
gen to put them to woik growing 
bigger crops. 


Two Uirds With One .stone 
Although nitrogen can be sup- 


plied trom a tertihzer bag, it 
lacks the value of nitrogen added 
to the soil through growing le- 
gumes. 


Using legumes instead of nitro- 


gen fertilizer kills two birds with 
one stone: It adds notrogen to the 
soil and at the name time supplie.-,

Soils rich in all the mitiiem.s. 


including nitrogen, do not neces- 
sarily give high yields unless they 
are also put into the right phys- 
ical conditions.

.skillful tanner prepares this kind 
ot soil by adding enough organic 
matter to it: by turning under 
all crop residues and bv gi owing 
legumes as green manure crops.

tion of the .soil must be fa\oi able- 
it higher yields are to be ob- 
tained.

made public last week. 


But because of sections which 


condemn Soviet activity in Poland 
and the Balkans, plus Iran as

lease. 


Sonic| of these members even

"undiplomatic

ences" to Russia made them fa- 
vor indefinite suppression of the 
report.

a. reporter that "apparently an 
attempt is being made to squelch 
our report." 


He declined to discuss its de- 


tails, but added that if the com- 
mittee blocks publication "we will 
take it upon ourselves to see that 
the public gets the facts." 


Mundt would say only tliat the 


material in the report is "a. fac- 
tual statement of what we found 
on our trip," but he hinted some 
sections "are pretty hot."
